The invention as defined in claims 1-20 is related to a system and method for cladding mode 
detection. 

Dl, which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, discloses a Z 
sharpening for fiber confocal microscopes. And D2 discloses an optical fiber confocal imager 
with variable near-confocal control. 

Even though D1-D2 disclose an optical fiber confocal imager, none of them teach or fairly 
suggest the system and method for cladding mode detection in the claimed invention. 

Accordingly, none of the documents in the ISR, taken alone or in combination, disclose the 
special combination of features defined in the present invention. Furthermore, in the ISR 
documents, there are no suggestions leading a person skilled in the art towards the 
inventions defined by claims 1 and 11 of the present invention. Therefore, the inventions as 
defined in claims 1 and 11 are novel under PCT Article 33(2) and involve an inventive step 
under PCT Article 33(3). Claims 2-10 and 12-20 are dependent on claims 1 and 11 
respectively. So, they are also considered to be novel and involve an inventive step.

The present invention as defined in claims 1-20 has industrial applicability under PCT Article 
33(4).
